
MELBOURNE FARM HORSES. 

Col. Wm. S. Barnes recently returned to his 
borne at Melbourne Stock Farm, much bene- 
fitted in health by a winters sojourn in Florida. 
That he found much to interest and gratify him 
at home may readily be perceived in the follow- 
ing extracts from a personal letter in which, 
speaking of his horses, he says: 

“I have forty- nine yearlings by twelve differ- 
ent sires and they are a grand lot— the best I 
ever raised. Prince of Monaco, my young stal- 
lion, is represented by about fifteen in number 
and they are very promising. 1 honestly think 
him the finest horse in Kentucky. He stands 
sixteen and a half hands high and is a far better 
individual than his sire or his half brother St. 
Carlo. 

“I have twelve foals so far, evenly divided in 
sex. Four-fifths of the foals dropped at Me- 
Meekin & Applegate’s stud, J. R. Keene’s stud 
and at H. P. Headley’s two farms are fillies, 
and they have had at least fifty foals. Four- 
fifths will not cover the percentage of fillies. 

“If you will remember Milton Young gave a 
season to Hanover for the benefit of the down- 
south flood sufferers. The season was rattled 
off and I won it, throwing dice, throwing forty- 
two. I bred Bonita Belle, by Falsetto, out of 
the famous old two and three mile heats mare 
Bonita, by Lexington. Bonita Belle’s first foal 
was the triple stake winner Caprivi (by that 
colossal failure Oneko) ; the second was Beau 
Ideal, who was also a triple stake winner, the 
conqueror of Ben Eder and Lady Inez nearly 
every time they met. His record with 118 
pounds up at Memphis, 1 2 mile in a stake 
still stands as the record there with weight 
up. Her next was Ideal Beau, who was a fair 
race horse. These are her only starters. She 
foaled on March 28, this year, by Hanover, the 
result of the raffle, the finest colt ever dropped 
at Melbourne. ‘Doc’ Hagyard, the celebrated 
veterinarian here, says it is the finest suckling 
colt he ever saw. He is good size, fine, heavy 
bone, perfect head and neck, the heaviest and 
most muscular shoulders and quarters I have 
ever seen on a thoroughbred. I would like for 
the public (as well as yourself), to suggest a 
name, appropriate and saggestive. I thought 
of ‘Luck and Charity*’ Luck for me to win the 
season that could not be bought for money. 
Luck to have such a fine colt and Charity in 
Young to give the season to charity. 

“I have shipped my stable of racers (15 in 
number) to Louisville under charge of Scott 
Williams as trainer. They will be raced in the 
west with the exception of four or five fashion- 
ably bred young fillies I want to reserve for the 
stud. They are all for sale, as I do not desire 
to race ; only to develop and sell and then give 
attention to my regular business; that of a 
breeder.” 

JOCKEYS SEED TAKING DOWN. 

Regarding jockeys and their too swollen pre- 
tensions the New York Journal correctly says: 

“It is too eany yet to form an opinion as to 
the likelihood of Tod Sloan repeating his suc- 
cesses of the last two years during the entire 
season that he intends to put in in England, but 
it does not sound well that he has already had 
to find an apologist. Sloan has never lacked 
chroniclers and, on the stage or off the stage, 
no one was ever more advertised. 

‘ That this has boon particularly advan- 
tageous to the American jockey is not probable. 
The glare of the lime-light is trying, to say the 
least of it, and discloses imperfections as well 
as beauties. Judging from the cabled remarks 
printed in a London paper, one would suppose 
that the fashionable jockey of today should be 
allowed to pick and choose his mounts, even 



from the stable to which he is under permanent 
engagement. This is a very new and startling 
theory, expounded thus in blunt fashion, 
though we seem to have been tending in that 
direction for some years. 

“If such an idea is really contemplated in all 
seriousness it will probably lead in the long run 
to jockeys once more finding their level and not 
attempting to run the turf to suit themselves 
and their “manager,” as they have been trying 
to do of late. Owners will stand a certain 
amount of imposition, and have, indeed, been 
standing it during the last few seasons, but 
there must be a limit. The “manager,” who as 
a rule has been clever enough to keep his name 
comparatively in the background, has been a 
most undesirable feature of a most undesirable 
system. Primarily his business has been to 
select for the star jockey mounts that cannot 
on form lose a race, and this, except on the 
ground that such a method of ‘cinching’ spoils 
sport, can hardly be objected to. It is easy to 
see, however, that the system might very readily 
lead to results that would bo not only undesira- 
ble, but absolutely dishonest. 

“As a matter of fact a jockey should want no 
apologist. It is all very well for a rider not to 
be too promiscuous in taking mounts, for 
under such circumstances as Sloan’s his mere 
vogue would create a market that unscrupu- 
lous bookmakers would be quick to avail them- 
salves of. Bat that a jockey, jast because he is 
in fashion, should ae metaphorically allowed to 
paw a field over, like a woman at a bargain 
counter, and select exactly the horse he wants 
to ride is contrary to all the tenets of sport.” 

GOSSIF OF THE TURF. 

The booking game at Oakland and Ingleside 
the past winter has been a fast and furious one 
and from Fred Pesch’s statement the ring at 
both tracks, as a rule, quit loser. Pesch booked 
all winter for Marcus Cartwright under the name 
of The Turf Club and was a big loser up to the 
last few weeks, but quit about a week ago $5,000 
to the good. Pesch says Joe Rose is by far 
the largest individual winner on the coast. 
Rose has played strictly form and is credited 
with being $30,000 ahead. George Rose has not 
“drawn in” for three weeks and is hardly likely 
to do so again before he comes east. He is 
behind on the winter’s play. Frank Eckert is 
making perhaps the strongest book in the ring 
now and is a good loser. Like Eckert John 
Coleman is out perhaps $20,000, but says he is 
going to stick and get even, Ed Gaines lost 
$5,000 the last week at Ingle3ide. Peter Riley 
quit booking two weeks ago and claims to be 
$18,000 winner. 

The death of Hanover leaves the discussion 
open as to which is the leading thoroughbred 
sire in Kentucky. However, there are turfmen 
who say Hanover never himself made the rec- 
ord in the stud which Spendthrift has made 
and that this horse is head and shoulders past 
any in the race. His record, shown by the com- 
pilation af the winnings of his get by his owner, 
Mr. O. H. Chenault, is certainly a remarkable 
one, taking into consideration the opportun- 
ities of the horse. The recapitulation of this 
table shows 132 winners, 1,016 times first, 805 
times second, and 767 times third, earning a 
total of $743,406, and twenty-one non-winners, 
making a total of 153 starters and an average 
earning of $4,858.85. This is a record not to be 
beaten by any stallion in America. Some of his 
best get were Kingston, Lamplighter, Bank- 
rupt, Pickpocket, Lazzarone, Stockton, Golden 
Reel, Defaulter, Speculation, etc. — Cincinnati 
Commercial Tribune. 

The New York 8un of Wednesday says: 

“Fine weather favored the trainers of thor- 



oughbreds at the metropolitan tracks yesterday. 
At Brighton Beach Charles Oxx sent Peep 
o’Day the full handicap distance, one mile and 
a quarter. The big horse moved well and fin- 
ished strong. The time was about 2:25. Wil- 
liam Lakeland sent Maximo Gomez and George 
Boyd a mile at a racing clip. The former hav- 
ing been withdrawn )from the Metropolitan, it 
looks as if Lakeland has an eye on the Brook- 
lyn Handicap with a horse. Alfred Lakeland 
gave Concord and Mike Straus six farlongs at a 
good gait. The latter is a colt of great promise, 
by Iroquois, and is entered in the English 
Derby of 1900. At Gravesend horses bowled 
over the course from an early hour. M. F. 
Dwyer’s Greatlands and Satin Slipper had a 
splendid gallop over six furlongs in 1 :20. Both 
will be fit to run when the flag drops at the 
Aqueduct meeting. Green B. Morris’s were 
exercised on the road. Foxhall Keene’s Olindo, 
Perion and Becky Rolfe did strong work over 
the field and jumps. At Sheepshead Bay most 
of the horses did only ordinary routine work.” 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

The Louisville Post is responsible for the 
news that the best work so far accomplished at 
Churchill Downs is credited to May Hemp- 
stead, the unbeaten daughter of Patron— Lillie 
Hempstead, which Memphis is patiently wait- 
ing to see. The filly is said to have worked a 
mile in 1 :454 Monday and gone the route with 
Buch comparative ease that Brown Dick, who 
has his Tennessee Oaks candidate Souchon at 
the Downs, has decided it will be useless to 
send her here in the face of May Hempstead’s 
fast trial.— Memphis Commercial Appeal. 

James R. Keene paid a visit to W. C. Whit- 
ney’s farm at Westbury the early part of the 
week. The Wall street financier was much 
pleased with the looks of the horses. Plaudit, 
that was reported as being laid up for repairs, 
is doing nice work daily. He suffers from mus- 
cular affection almost the same as the greatKing- 
ston did. Warm weather and profuse prespir- 
ation is the remedy for the ailment.— New York 
Sun. 

John E. Madden has bought the Oaks candi- 
date Admiration from W. P. Norton. Admira- 
tion is a brown filly by Kingston— Hypocrite, by 
Longfellow, and if she turns out to be as good 
as her dam she will make the best of her age 
hustle to get to the wire before her. Her work 
at Louisville has been of a very satisfactory 
character. 

At Memphis Wednesday Manuel worked nine 
furlongs in 1 :58. Algol went the Montgomery 
Handicap distance in 1:514, negotiating the 
first mile in 1:45. Dunois worked a mile in 
1 :474, Sailor King and Handsel in 1 :484. Fans- 
turo, Louis Cahn’s Tennessee Derby candidate, 
worked a mile in 1 :46s. 

W. B. Sink, Jr., has arranged to leave San 
Francisco with his racers and a few horses be- 
longing to G. W. Scott April 10 The stables 
will be shipped to New York. W. D. Randall 
and Andy Blakely have chartered a car and are 
making preparations to depart for the east to- 
day. 

Nominators to the Inaugural Handicap at 
St. Louis are reminded that acceptances are 
due next Saturday, April 8. Some owner may 
be deprived of the privilege of starting by fail- 
ing to take note of the fact an acceptance of 
the weight is required instead of a declaration. 

At Louisville Tuesday MacLeod of Dare and 
Desperado breezed a mile in 1 :50. May Hemp- 
stead a mile in 1 :47 and Admiration a quarter 
in 244.

TRAINING AT MORRIS PARK. 

With steadily improving tracks the horses in 
the vicinity of New York are now beginning to 
receive strong installments of the work so 
necessary to fit them for the stirring contests of 
speed and endurance near at hand. Of the 
exercise of the horses at Morris Park Tuesday’s 
Morning Telegraph says: “A. J. Joyner’s Au- 
tumn, Ethelbert, Lackland and Howard Mann, 
after trotting and cantering, were sent a half 
mile at fully three-quarter speed. All of them 
went in capital style. Touraine, Swamp Angel, 
Tender, King’s Pride, Sagasfca, Prince of Wales, 
Big Indian, and the two-year-olds all did useful 
exercise gallops. 

“T. J. Healey’s Kinnikinnick, Athanas, 
Arquebus, L’Alouette, St. Lorenza and Sparrow 
Wing were sent a mile at a little bit better than 
a two minute gait. Bangor went six furlongs 
at three-quarter speed. Bardella, Trillo and 
the two-year-olds did useful exercise gallops. 

“F. Brown’s Ben Hadad, Estaca, Judge Den- 
ny, Veracious and Blarneystone did trotting 
and cantering exercise. W. Cloyd’s Domineer 
and Alcott, the Kinglike— Stonecrop colt trotted 
and cantered. Olcott, which is pretty near to a 
race, is a speedy colt. His fastest work so far 
has been a half mile in 524. 

“W. Karrick’s Miss Tenny, Dan Rice, Strang- 
est, Meehanus, Ornamental, Lady Sneorwell, 
Huitzilopochtli and the two-year-olds all did 
useful exercise gallops at various distances. 
Matt Allen’s string were all out, and after trot- 
ting and cantering quite a number of them 
were breezed at three-quarter speed up the 
backstretch. B. D. Wood’s Belle of H., Maid 
of Harlem, La Vendee, Lady Uncas and Nan- 
nine galloped at a steady pace. W. Smith’s 
Ahom did a steady two mile gallop. Handcuff 
trotted and cantered. 

“J. W. Rogers’ string, in charge of W. Mc- 
Cann, did trotting and cantering exercise. Mr. 
Rogers has been quite seriously ill since Sun- 
day last, but yesterday he was somewhat better. 
Mr. Rogers returned from his European trip 
looking very much improved, but in attending 
to his training duties he caught cold, with the 
result above stated. 

“Callahan, Diminutive and Lady Lindsay 
galloped at a steady pace. A. D. Pryor’s good- 
looking string of two-year-olds did ussful exer- 
cise gallops. S. Veitch’s Bonaparte and Diver- 
sion were sent a mile at about three-quarter 
speed. The rest of the string did trotting and 
cantering exercise. 

“In Joyner’s string are Automobile and Dob- 
bins, Jr., the property of Mr. Richard Croker. 
Automobile is a brown colt, 2, by Dobbins — 
Flirt III. Dobbins, Jr., is a chestnut colt, 2, 
by Dobbins— Stethoscope. 

“The three two-year-olds purchased by W. H. 
Clark arrived at Matt Allen’s stable yesterday 
from Kentucky in charge of J. Miller, than 
whom there is no more carefal shipper of horses 
in any country. Millions of dollars worth of 
thoroughbred stock has been intrusted to Mil- 
ler’s care in transportation in the last fifteen 
years. 

“Aqueduct is cow only ten days off and still 
not a move has been made to provide facilities 
for trainers to school their horses. It is little 
wonder that trainers grumble at the indiffer- 
ence shown by gentlemen at the head of affairs 
as in this, one of the most important matters 
for the welfare of the sport, there is no more 
attention paid to their request than if they 
were asking for the moon. The result will be 
that in big fields of horses at Aquoduct, espec- 
ially in two-year-old races, the starter will have 
to educate these youngsters to do what could 
and ought to bo done before they are sent to 
’ start in a race.”
